T has been the general Cuſtom of all my wor- 

thy Brethren, who have honoured the Craft with 
their Books of Conſtitutions, or Pocket-Companions 
for Free-Maſons, to give us a long and pleaſing Hiſ- 
tory of Maſonry from the Creation to the Time of 
their writing and publiſhing ſuch Accounts, dix. 
from Adam to Noah, from Noah to Nimrod, from 
Nimrod to Solomon, ſrom Solomon to Cyrus, from Cy- 
rus to Seleucus Nicator, from Seleucus Nicator to Au- 
guſtus Ceſar, from Auguſtus Ceſar to the Havock of 
the Goths, and fo on until the Revival of the Auguſt- 
an Style, fc, fc, Cc. Wherein they give us an 
Account of the drawing, ſcheming, planning, de- 
ſigning, erecting, and building of Temples, Towers, 
Cities, Caſtles, Palaces, Theatres, Pyramids, Mo- 
numents, Bridges, Walls, Pillars, Courts, Halls, 
Fortincatioas, and Labytinths, with the famous 
Lighthouſe of Pharos and Coloſſus at Rhodes, and 
many other wondertul Works perfatmed by the An- 
CHITECTS, to the great Satisfaction of the Reac- 
ers and Ediſfic ation of Free-Maſons “. 


Having called to Mind the old Proverb, Zetter

by I did expect to give the World an uncommon Sa- 
tisſaction, and in order to enable myſelf to execute 
this great Deſign, I purchaſed all or moſt of the 
Hiſtories, Conſtitutions, Pocket-Companions, and 
other Pieces (on that Subject) now extant in the 
Engliſh Tongue. | 


My next Step was to furniſh myſelf with a ſuffici- 
ent Quantity of Pens, Ink and Paper. This being 
done, I immediately fancied myſelf an His Toxran, 
and intended to trace Maſonry not only to Adam, in 
bis fylvan Lodge in Paradiſe, but to give ſome Ac- 
count of the Draft even before the Creation; and 
(as a Foundation) I placed the following Works 
round about me, ſo as to be convenient to have Re- 
courſe to them as Occaſion ſhould require, wiz. 
Doctor Anlerſon and Mr. Spratt directly before me, 
Doctor A Afigny and Mr. Smith on my Right-hand, 
Doctor Deſagulier and Mr. Pennell on my Left-hand, 
and Mr. Scott and Mr. Lyon behind me. A Copy of 
(that often called) the Original Conſtitutions (faid 
to be in the Poſſeſſion of Mr. John Clark, in Paris), 
and another Copy of the ſame Magnitude handed 
about in England, together with the Pamphlet 
printed at Frankfort in Germany, I tied up in the 
Public Advertiſer of Friday, October 19, 1753, 
and threw them under the Table. | 


Havinc tried my Pen, and wrote a Line not 
unlike the Beginning of a Chapter in the Alcoran®, 
I began to flouriſh away in a meſt admirable Man- 
ner, and in a few Days wrote the firſt Volume of 
the Hiſtory of Maſonry, wherein was a full Ac- 
count of the Tranſactions of the firft Grand Lodge, 

particularly

By this Time I imagined myſelf ſuperior to Jo/e- 
phus, Stackhouſe, or any other Hiſtorian whom the 
Reader ſhall pleaſe to think on. And as I intended 
to give the World a Hiſtory of Maſonry for ſeveral 
Years before the Creation, I made no Manner of 
Doubt but my Work ſhould live (at leaft) two Thou- 
ſand Years after the general Conflagration. 


Pezxnays fomeof my Readers (I mean thoſe that 
are beſt acquainted with my Capacity) will ſay, he 
has more Vanity than Wit ; and as to Learning, it is 
as great a Stranger to him, as Free-Maſonry is to 
Women ; yet he has the Folly to think himſelf an 
Hiſtorian, and expects to become a great Man, Cc. 


WHETHER ſuchan Opinion be true, or falſe, it 
matters naught to me; for the World muſt allow, 
that (tho' no Man has yet found out the perpetual 
Motion) all Men ever had, have now, and ever will 


have, a perpetual: Notion : And furthermore, we 


read that the following Perſons, ſo much famed in 
Hiftory, were notonly poor Men, but many of them 
of a very mean Extraction. The wiſe Philoſopher 
Socrates, was the Son of a poor Stone-Carver ; the 
tragic Poet Euripides, was the Son of poor Parents; 
as was Demoſthenes, the Honour of Greek Eloquence; 
Virgil, the famous Latin Poet, was the fon of a poor 
Mantuan labouring Potter; Horace, the incompara- 
ble Lyric, was the Son of a Trumpeter in the Wars : 
Targquinius Priſcus, King of the Romans, was the 
Son of a Merchant; and Serwius Tullius, another 
King of the Romans, was begotten on a Woman-

if ſuch Occurrences be duly conſidered, I humbly 
conceive it will not be deemed as a capital Offence, 
that I ſhould entertain my own perpetual Notion, 
while I do not endeavour to diſinherit any Man of 


his Properti.s. 


Ipo uz yr TI have tired the Reader's Patience; and 
if ſo I humbly beg his Pardon for this long Digreſſion. 
But to return ; While my Mind was wholly taken 
up with my fancied Superiority as an Hiſtorian, Ec. 
I inſenfibly fell into a Slumber, when me-thought 
four Men entered my Room ; their Habits appeared 
to be of very ancient Faſhion, and their Language 
alſo I 1magined to be either Helen, Arabick, or 
Chaldean, in which they addreſſed me, and I imme- 
diately anſwered them after the Pantomine F aſhion: 


After ſome formal Ceremonies, I deſired to know 


their Names and from whence they came: to which 
one of them anſwered me (in Engliſh), We are ſour 
Brothers, and came from the holy City of Jeruſalem, 
our Names are Shallum, Abiman, Akhub, and Tat- 
mon. Hearing they wete Sojourners from Jeruſalem; 
I aſk«d them whether they could give ary Account 
of SOLOMON's TEMPLE; to which S?allum + (the 
Chief of them) mave Auſwer and ſaid, The wife 
King SOLOMON, Gzranp- Mas rA of /jrae!, 
appointed us head Porters at the Temple, in the 
thirty-ſecond Year of his Age, the twelfth of his 
Reign, and about the Year of the World 2942 ; and 
therefore

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therefore we can give a full and particular Deſcrip- 
tion of that wonderful Fabrick, and likewiſe of the 
ingenious Artiſts who performed it. 


I was glad to meet with ſuch Brethren, from 
whom I did expect a great deal of Knowledge; which 
the many Ages they had lived in muſt have taught 
them, if their Memories did not fail : Upon this 
Conſideration I told them, that was writing a Hi- 
ſtory of Maſonry, and begged their Aſſiſtance, &c. 


A His Tory of Maſonry ! (fays Ahiman ) from the 
Day of the Dedication of the Holy Temple to this 
preſent Time, I have not ſeen a Hiſtory of Maſonry, 
though ſome have pretended (not only) to deſcribe 
the Length, Breadth, Height, Weight, Colour, 
Shape, Form, and Subftance of every Thing within 
and about the Temple; but alſo to tell the fpiri- 
tual & Meaning of them, as if they knew the Mind 
of him who gave Orders for that Building, or faw 
it finiſhed : But I can aſſure you, that ſuch Survey- 
ors have never ſeen the Temple. nay, never have 
been within a thouſand Miles of Jerufalem : In- 
deed (continued he) there was one Flawius (I think 
he was a Soldier) took a great deal of Notice of 


the Temple, and other Matters about it; as did 


another Man, called Ferry : There were two others 
whoſe Names I have forgot, but remember one of 


 thein was an excellent Dreamer 1, and the other 


was very handy in collecting all Manner of good 
Writings S after the Captivity. 


TH ose were the only Men that have wrote moſt 
and beſt upon that Subject, and yet all their Works 
| together

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together would not be ſufficient for a Preface to the 
Hiſtory of Matonry ; but for your further InftruQtion, 
you ſhall hear an eminent Brother who can inform 


you in every Particular that is neceſſary to your pre- 


fent Undertaking. The Words were icarce ended, 
when there appeared a grave old Gentleman, with a 
long Beard; he was dreſſed in an embroicered Veſt, 
and wore a Breaſt-plate of Gold, ſet with twelve 
precious Stones, which formed an oblong Square; 
I was informed that the Names of the Stones were 
Sardine, Emerald, Ligure, Beryl, Topas, Sapphire, 
Agate, Ons, Carbuxcle, Diamond, Ame thyſt, and 
Jaſper Upon theſe Stones were engraved the 
Names of the twelve Tribes, viz. Reuben, Judah, 
Gad, Zebulun, Simeon, Dan, Aſber, Foſeph, Leæ i, 
Naphthali, Iſacher, and Benjamin. 


Uyon his Entrance, the four Sojourners did him 
the Homage due to a Superior ; and as to me, thu 
Luſtre of his Breaft-plate dazzled my Sight, in ſuch 
a Manner that I could ſcarce look at him. But Ab:- 


man giving him to underſtand that the People of this 


Country were weak-ſighted, he immediately covered 
his Breaſt-plate ; which not only gave me an Oppor- 
tunity of perceiving him more diſtin, but allo of 
paying him my Reſpects in the beſt Manner I was 
capable of; and making a very low Bow, Iprefented 
him with the firſt Volume of the Hiſtory of Matonry, 
hoped he would do me the Honour of peruting it, 
and begged his Advice for my further Proceedings. 
He kindly received it, and read it over, whilſt I im- 
patiently waited to hear his Opinion ; which at lait 
(to my Mortification) amounted to no more than an 
old Hebrew Proverb (which Ahimantranilated thus: 
Thou haſt dived deep into the Water, and haſt brought 
up a Potfherd) : Nevertheleſs he took me by the 
Hand, and ſaid * ; My Son, if thou wilt thou ſhalt 
and

de taught, and if thou wilt apply thy Mind thou 1 
halt be witty ; it thou loveſt to hear thou ſhalt 
receive Doctrine); and if thou delighteſt in hear 
ing thou ſhalt be wife ; And although your Hiſtory d 
of Maſonry 1 is not worth Notice, yet you may write 
many other Things of great Service to the Fraternity, 


CERTAIN it is (continued he) that Free-Maſonry 
has been from the Creation (though not under that 3 
Name); that it was a divine Gift from God; that ! 
Cain and the Builders of his City were Strangers to 
the ſecret Myſtery of Mafonry ; that there were but 
four Maſons in the World when the Deluge happen- 
ed; that one of the four, even the ſecond Son of 
Noah, was not Maſter of the Art; that Nimrod, N 
nor any of his Bricklayers, knew any Thing of the ; 
Matter ; and that there were but very few Maſters 
of the Art (even) at $9/9mon's Temple : Whereby it 
plainly appears, that the whole Myſtery was commu- 
nicated to very few at that Time; that at Solomon's | 
Temple (and not before) it received the Name of / 
Free-Maſonry, becauſe the Maſons at Feruſalem and 
Tyre were the greateſt Cabaliſts * then in the World, | 
that the Myſtery has been, for the mott Part, prac- 


ticed amongſt Builders ſince Solomon's Time, that 

"there were ſome Hundreds mentioned (in Hiſtories of 

Maſonry) under the Titles of Grand-Mafters, Cc. ; 

for no other Reaſon than that of giving Orders for 4 

the building of a Houſe, Tower, Caſtle, or ſome 7 

other Edifice (or perhaps for ſuffering the Maſons to 4

"I In ſhort, I looked upon it as a bad Omen; and 
my late Dream had made fo great an Impreſſion on 
my Mind, that Superſtition got the better of me, 


of my worth Predeceſſors; otherwiſe I would have 
publiſhed a Hiſtory of Maſonry : And as this is ra- 
ther an accidental than a deſigned Fault, I hope the 
Reader will look over it with a favourable Eye. 


In the following Sheets I have inſerted nothing but 
what are undeniable Truths, which will be found (if 
obſerved) to be of great Uſe to the Fraternity, and 
likewiſe to Numbers that are not of the Society; to 
the latter, becauſe it will (in ſome Meaſure) ſhew 
them their Folly in ridiculing a Society founded up- 
on Religion, Morality, Brotherly-Love, and good 
Fellowſhip ; and to thoſe of a more gentle and bet- 
ter poliſhed Nature, give them an Opportunity of 
examining themſelves, and judging how much they 
are endued with the neceſſary Qualifications of a 
Free-Maſon, before they apply to be made Mem- 
bers of the Society.

E FOR E ve enter into the Cauſe 
NANNIES or Motive of the firſt Inſtitution of 

Free-Maſonry, it is neceſſary in 
75 B ; ſome Meaſure to ſhew the Exellen- 

Ei cy of Secrecy, and with what Care 
NE it is to be kept. 

One of the principal Parts that makes a Man be 
deemed wiſe, is his intelligent Strength and Ability 
to cover and conceal ſuch honeſt Secrets as are com- 
mitted to him, as well as his own ſerious Affairs. 
And whoever will peruſe ſacred and profane Hiſtory, 
ſhall find a great Number of virtuous Attempts (in 
Peace and War) that never reached their deſigned 
Ends, but were thaken into Shivers and defeated, 
only through Defe& of ſecret Concealment; and 
yet, beſides ſuch unhappy Prevention, infinite Evils 
have thereby enſued. But before all other Exam- 
ples, let us conſider that which excels all the reſt, 
deriv'd even from God himſelf, Who fo eſpecially 
preſerves his own Secrets to himſelf, never letting 
any Man know what ſhould happen on the Mor- 
row ; nor could the wife Men in Ages paſt, divine 
what ſhould befall us in this Age: Whereby we 
may readily diſcern, that God hi mſelf is well pleaſed 
with Secrecy, And although (tor Man's Good) the 
Lord has been pleaſed to reveal fome Things, vn

it is impoſſible at any Time to change or alter hi- 
Determination, in regard whereof the reverend wiſe 
Men of ancient Times, evermore affected to per- 
form their Intentions ſecretly. 

We read that Cato the Cenſor often ſaid to his 
Friends, that of three Things he had good Reaſon 
to repent, if ever he neglected the true Performance 
of all or any one of them: The firſt, if he divulged 
any Secret; the ſecond, if he adventured on the 

ater when he might ſtay on dry Land; and third- 
ly, if he ſhould let any Day neglectedly eſcape him 
without doing ſome good Action. The latter two 


are well worthy of Obſervation ; but the firſt con- 


cerns our preſent Undertaking. Alexander having 
received divers Letters of great Importance from 
his Mother, after he had read them, in the Preſence 
of none but his dear Friend Epheſtion and himſelf, 
he drew forth his Signet which ſealed his moſt pri- 
vate Letters, and without ſpeaking ſet it upon Ephe- 
flion's Lips; intimating thereby, that he in whoſe 
Boſom a Man buries his Secrets, ſhould have his 
Lips locked up from revealing them. 

Among the reſt it may not be diſagreeable to the 
Reader to peruſe the following Story, as told by 


Aulus Gellius in his Attick Nights, and by Macrobius 


in his Saturnals. 
The Senators of Rome, at their uſual ſitting in 


the Senate-Houſe, had conſtituted a Cuſtom among 
themſelves, that each Brother Senator who had a 
Son thould be admitted with his Father to abide in 
the Senate-Houle during their fitting, or depart if 
Occaſion required; nor was this Favour general, 


but extended only to Noblemen's Sons, who were 


tutored in ſuch a Manner as enabled them to become 
wife Governors, capable of keeping their own Se- 


crets. About this Time it happened that the Sena-. 
lors fat in Conſultation on a very important Cauſe, fo. 


get they layed much longer than uſual, and the 
{Concluſion 
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3 
Concluſion referred to the following Day, with ex- 
preſs Charge of Secrecy in the mean Time. Among 
the other Noblemen's Sons who had been at this 
weighty Buſineſs, was that faithful Youth the Son of 
the grave Papirius, whoſe Family was one of the 
moſt noble and illuſtrious in all Rome. 

The young Lad being come home, his Mother 
(as moſt of the Fair-Sex, are highly affected with 
Novelty) intreated him to tell her what flrange Caſe 
had been that Day debated in the Senate, that had 
Power to detain them ſo long beyond their uſual 
Hour ; The virtuous and noble Youth courteouſly 
told her that it was a Buſineſs not in his Power to 
reveal, he being in a ſolemn Manner commanded to 
Silence: Upon hearing this Anſwer, her Deſires be- 
came more earneſt in ſtricter Enquiries into the Cafe, 
and nothing but Intelligence thereof could any way 
content her : So that firſt by fair Speeches and En- 
treaties, and with liberal Promiſes, the endeavoured 
to break open this poor little Caſket of Secrecy ; but 
finding thoſe Efforts in vain, to Stripes and violent 
Threats was her next Flight ; becauſe Force may 
compel, where Lenity cannot. 

The admired noble Spirit finding a Mother's 
Threats to be very harſh, but the Stripes more bitter 
than any Thing beſide ; comparing his Love to her 
as his Mother, with the Duty he owed to his Fa- 
ther; the one mighty, but the other impulſive ; he 
lays her and her fond Conceit in one Scale; his Fa- 
ther, his own Honour, and the ſolemn Injunctions 
to Secrecy, in the other Scale; and finding her in- 
trinfic Weight as being his Mother, but lighter than 
„Wind being thus gone out of herſelf, Whetting 
his tender Wit upon the ſandy Stone of her edging 
Importunity, ro appeaſe her, and preſerve his own 
Honour by remaining faithful, he thus reſolved her : 

Madam, and dear Mother, you may well blame 
the Senate for their N at leaſt ſor calling 

= in 
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in Queſtion a Cafe to impertinent; for except the 
Wives of the Senators be admitted to conſult there- 
on, there can be no Hope of a Concluſion. ' I ſpeak 
this but our of my young Apprehenſion, for ] know 
their Gravity may eafily confound me; ard vet, 
whether Nature or Duty fo inſtruct me, I cannox 
tell: But to them it ſeems neceſſary, for the Increaic 


of People, and for the public Good, that every Se- . 


nator ſhould be allowed two Wives; or otherwile, 
their Wives two Huſbands { I ſhall hardly under 
one Roof call two Men by the Name of Father; [ 
had rather call two Women by the Name of Mother. 
This is the Queſtion, Mother; and To-morrow it 
muſt have Determination. | 
The Mother hearing this, and his ſeeming un- 
willingneſs to reveal it, took it for infallible Truth: 
Her Blood was quickly fired, and Rage enſued. I 
need not put the Reader in Mind that ſuch ſudden 
Heats feldom admit of Conſideration ; but on the 
contrary hurry the Senſes and Faculties further to 
Raſhneſs, and other Follies ; by which they are 
rendered incapable of doing themſelves ſuch good 
Actions, or Service, as their Caſe often requires: So 
without requiring any other Counſel, ſhe immedi— 
ately ſent to the other Ladies and Matrons of Rome, 
to acquaint them with this weighty Affair, wherein 
the Peace and Welfare of their whole Lives was ſo 
nearly concerned, This melancholy News blew up 
ſuch a brain-ſick Paſſion, that the Ladies immedi- 
ately afſembled ; and though (ſome falſely ſay) that 
a Parliament of Women are bery ſeldom governed 
by one Speaker, yet this Affair being ſo urgent, the 
Haſte as pertinent, and the Caſe (on their Behalf) 


merely indulgent, the revealing Woman muſt pro- 


locute for herſelf and the reſt. And the next Morn- 
ing ſuch a Din was at the Senate Door, for Admiſ- 
ſion to fit with their Huſbands in this wondrous Con- 


ſultation, as if all Rome had been in an Uproar. 
Their 
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Their Minds muſt not be known before they have 
Audience; which (though againſt all Order) being 
granted, ſuch an Oration was made by the Woman 
Speaker, with Requeſt that Women might have two 
Huſbands rather than Men two Wives, who could 
ſcarcely content one, Ic. Upon the Riddle's Solution, 
the noble Youth was highly commended for his Fi- 
delity, and the Ladies greatly confounded, and de- 
parted very likely with bluſhing Cheeks. Neverthe- 
leſs, to avoid the like Inconveniency for the future, 
it was determined that thence forward they ſhould 
bring their Sons no more into the Senate; only young 
Papirius, who was freely accepted, and his Secrecy 
and diſcreet Policy not only applauded, but him! elf 
with Titles of Honour dignified and rewarded. 

Nor thould we forget the faithful Anaxarchus (as 
related by Pliny, in his ſeventh Book and twenty- 
third Chapter) who was taken in oder to force his 
Secrets from him, bit his Tongne in the Midſt be- 
tween his Teeth, and aiterwards threw it in the 
Tyrant's Face. h 

The Athenians had a Statute of Braſs, which they 
bowed to ; the Figure was made withouta Tongue, 
to declare Secrecy thereby. 

Likewiſe the Egyptians worſhipped Harpocrates, 
the God of Silence; for which Reaſon he is always 
pictured holding his Finger on his Mouth. 

The Romans had a Goddeſs of Silence named 
Angerona, who was pictured like Harpocrates, 
holding her Finger on her Mouth, in token of Se; 
ciec 

The Servants of Plancus are much commended, 
becauſe no Torment could make them confeſs the 
Secret which their Maſter intruſted them with. 

Likewiſe the Servant of Cato the Orator was 
cruelly tormented, but nothing could make him re- 
veal the Secrets of kis Maſter] | 

B 2 Quintus 
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Quintus Curtius tells us, that the Per ans held it 
as an inviolable Law to punith moſt grievouſſy (aud. 
much more than any other Treſpaſs) him that dif- 
covered any Secret : For Confirmation thereof, he 
ſays, that King Darius, being vanquiſhed by Alex an- 
der, had made his Eſcape fo far as to hide himſelf 
where he thought he might reſt ſecure ; no Tortures 
whatſoever, or liberal Promiſes of Recompencec, 
could prevail with the Faithful Brethren that knew 
it, or compel them to diſcloſe it to any Perſon : And 
furthermore ſays, . that no Man ought to commit 
any Matter of Conſequence to him that cannot 
_ keep a Secret. 

orace, among his continual Laws, would have 
every Man keep ſecret whatſoever was done or ſaid: 
For this Reaſon the Athenians were wont (when 
they met at any Feaſt) that the moſt ancient among 
them ſhould ſhew every Brother the Door whercat 
they entered, faying, Take Heed that nor fo much 
as one Word paſs out from hence, of whatſoever 
ſhall here be acted or ſpoken. 

The firſt Thing that Pythaporas taught his Scho- 
lars was to be ſilent, therefore (for a certain Time) 
he kept them without ſpeaking, to the End that 
they might the better learn to preſerve the valuable 
Secrets he had to communicate to them, and never 
to ſpeak but when Time required, expreſſing there- 
5 that Secrecy was the rareſt Virtue: Would to 

od that the Maſters of our preſent Lodges would 
put the ſame in Practice. 

Ariſtotle was demanded what Thing appeared 
2 difficult to him; he anſwered, to be ſecret and 
ilent. | | 

To this Purpoſe St, Ambroſe, in his Offices, 
placeth among the principal Foundations of Virtue, 
the patient Gift of bilence. | 

Thewiſe King Solomon ſays in his Proverbs, that 


a King ought not to drink Wine, becauſe n 
; ncls 
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nels is an Enemy to Secrecy ; and in his Opinion, 
he is not worthy to reign that cannot keep his own 
Secrets; he furthermore ſays, that he who diſcovers 
Secrets is a Traitor, and he that conceals them is a 
faithful Brother; He likewiſe ſays, that he that re- 
fraineth his Tongue is wiſe ; And again, he that 
keeps his Tongue, keeps his Soul. I could menti- 
on many other d en of the Excellency of 
Secrecy ; and I dare venture to ſay that the greateſt 
Honour, Juſtice, "Truth, and Fidelity, have been al- 
ways found amongſt thoſe who could keep their 
own and others Secrets ; and this 1s moſt nobly ſet 
forth by Horace, who ſays ; 


The Man reſolv'd and ſteady to his Truft, 
Inflexible to Ill, and obftinately juſt; 
May the rude Rabble's Inſolence deſpiſe, 
Their ſenſeleſs Clamours and tumultuous Cries 3 
The Tyrant's Fierceneſs he beguiles, 
And the ſtern Brow and the harſh Voice defies, 
And with ſuperior Greatneſs ſmiles. 
Not the rough Whirlwind, that deforms 
Adria's black Gulph, and vexes it with Storms; 
The ſtubborn Virtue of his Soul can move ; 
Nor the red Arm of angry ove, 
That flings the Thunder from the Sky, 
And gives it Rage to roar and Strength to fly. 
Should the whole Frame of Nature round him break, 
In Ruin and Confuſion hurl'd ; 
He unconcern'd would hear the mighty Crack, 
And ſtand ſecure amidſt a falling World. 


Therefore I am of Opinion, that if Secrecy and 
Silence be dyly conſidered, they will be found moſt 
neceſſary to qualify a Man for any Buſineſs of Im- 
portance : If this be granted, I am confident that no 
Man will dare to diſpute that Free-Maſons are fupe- 


rior to all other Men, in concealing their Secrets, 
from 
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from Times immemorial ; which the Power of Gold, 
that often has betrayed Kings and Princes, and ſome- 
times overturned whole Empires, nor the moſt cruel 
Puniſhments could never extort the Secret (even) 
from the weakeſt Member of the whole Fratetnity. 

Therefore I humbly preſume it will of Conſe— 
quence be granted, that the Welfare and Good of 
Mankind was the Cauſc or Motive of ſo grand an In- 
ſtitution as Free-Maſonry (no Art yet ever being ſo 
extenſively uſeful) which not only tends to proteQ 
its Members from external Injuries, but to poliſh the 
ruſty Diſpoſitions of iniquitous Minds, and alſo to 
detain them within the pleaſant Bounds of true Re- 
ligion, Morality, and Virtue ; for ſuch are the Pre- 
cepts of this Royal Art, that it thoſe who have the 
Honour of being Members thereof would but live 
according tothe true Principles of the Ancient Craft, 
every Man that's endowed with the leaſt Spark of 
Honour or Honeſty, muſt of courſe approve their 
Actions, and conſequently endeavour to follow their 
Steps. And although very few or none of the Bre- 
thren arrive to the Sublimity and beatiful Contri- 
vance of Hiram Abif ; yet the very Enemies of 
Free- Maſonry muſt own, that it is the moſt re- 
nowned Society that ever was, 15 now, or (perhaps) 
ever will be upon Earth ; the following true De- 
ſcription of the Royal Art, will clearly ſhew its 
great Uſe to Mankind,

But as Maſonry hath at ſeveral Times felt the 
injurious Effects of War, Bloodſhed, and Devaita- 
tion, it was a ſtronger Engagement to the Crafil- 
men to act agreeable to the Rules of Peace and 
Loyalty, the many Proofs of which Behaviour hath 
eccaſiored the ancient Kings and Powers to protect 
and defend them. But if a Brother ſhould be fo far 
unhappy as to tebel againſt the State, he would meet 
with no Countenance from his Fellows ; nor would 
they keep any private Converſe with him, whereby 
the Government might have Cauſe to be jealous, or 
take the leaſt Umbrage. 

A Maſon, in regard to himſelf, is carefully to 
avoid all Manner of Intemperance or Exceſs, which 
night obſt ruct him in the Performance of the ne- 
ceſſary Dutieg of his laudable Profeſſion, or lead him 
into any Crimes which would reflect Diſhonour upon 
the ancient Fraternity. 

He is to treat his Inferiors as he would have his 
Supertors deal with him, wiſely confidering that the 
Original of Mankind is the fame ; and though Ma- 
ſonry diveſt no Man of his Honour, yet does the 
Craft admit, that ſtrictly to purſue the Paths of Vir- 
tue, whereby a clear Conſcience may be preſerved, 
is the only Method to make any Man noble. 

A Maſon is to be fo far benevolent, as never to 
ſhut his Ear unkindly to the Complaints of wretched 
Poverty; but when a Brother is oppreſſed by Want, 
he is in a peculiar Manner to liſten to his Sufferings 
with Attention ; in Conſequence of which, Pity 
muſt flow from his Breaſt, and Relief without Pre- 
judice according to his Capacity. 1 
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A Maſon is to pay due Obedience to the Autho- 
rity of his Maſter and preſiding Officers, and to 
behave himſelf meekly amongſt his Brethren ; nei- 
ther neglecting his uſual Occupation for the Sake of 
Company, in running from one Lodge to another ; 
nor quarrel with the ignorant Multitude, for their 
ridiculous Aſperſions concerning it; But at his lei- 
ſure Hours he 1s required to ſtudy the Arts and Sci- . 
ences with a diligent Mind, that he may not only 
perform his Duty to his great Creator, but alſo to 
his Neighbour and himſelf : For to walk humbly in 
the Sight of God, to do Jnſtice, and love Mercy, 
are the certain Characteriſtics of a real Free and 
Accepted Ancient Maſon : Which Qualifications [ 
humbly hope they will poſſeſs to the End of Time; 
and I dare venture to ſay, that every true Brother 
will join with me in, Amen. 

The Benefits ariſing from a ſtrict Obſervance of 
the Principles of the Craft, are fo apparent, that-l 
mult believe every good Man would be fond to pro- 
feſs and practiſe the ſame ; becauſe thoſe Principles 
tend to promote the Happineſs of Life, as they are 
founded on the Baſis of Wiſdom and Virtue. 

In the firſt Place; our Privileges and Inſtructi- 
ons, when rightly made Uſe of, are not only pro- 
ductive of our Welfare on this Side of the Grave, 
but even our eternal Happineſs hereafter. 

For the Craft is founded on ſo ſolid a Baſis that 
it will never admit Blaſphemy, Lewdneſs, Swearing, 
Evil-Plotting, or 8 ; and tho? they are nat 
all of the ſame Opinion in Matters of Faith, yet they 
are ever in one Mind in Matters of Maſonry ; that is, 
to labour juſtly, not to eat any Man's Bread for 
Nought, but to the utmoſt of our Capacity to love 
and ſerve each other, as Brethren of the ſame Houſ- 
hold ought to do: Wiſely judging, that it is as great 
2n Abſurdity in one Man to quarrel with another be- 
cauſe he will not believe as he does, as it would be 

| in 
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in him to be angry becauſe he was not exactiy of 
the ſame Size and Countenance, &c. 

Theretore to afford Succour to the Diſt: oited, to 
divide our Bread with the induftriou: !'oor, and 
to put the miſguided Traveller into he Way, are 
Qualificat ions inherent in the Craft and ſuitable to 
its Dignity, and ſuch as the worihy Members of 
that great Body have at all Times ſtrove with inde- 
fatigable Pains to accompliſh. 

Theſe and ſuch like Benefits, ariſing from a tric 
Obſervance of the Principles of the Craft (as Num- 
bers of Brethren have lately experienced) if duly 
conſidered, will be found not only to equal but to 
exceed any Society in being. 72 1 7 
I. ſo, the worthy Members of this great and moſt 
uſeful Society, can never be too careful in the Elec- 
tion of Menibers ; I mean, a thorough Knowledge 
of the Character and Circumſtances of a Candidate 
that begs to be initiated into the Myſtery of Free- 
Ma ſonry. 88 

Upon this depends the Welfare or Deſtruction of 
the Craſt; for as Regularity, Virtue, and Con- 
cord, are the only Ornaments of human Nature, 
{which is often too prone to act in different Capaci- 
ties) ſo that the Happineſs of Liſe depends, in a 
great Meaſure, on our own Election and a prudent 
Choice of thoſe Steps. 

For human Society cannot ſubſiſt without Con- 
cord, and the Maintenance of mutual good Offices; 
for, like the working of an Arch of Stone, it would 
fall to the Ground, provided one Piece did not 
properly ſupport another. 

In former Times every Man (at bis Requeſt) was 
not admitted into the Craft, (tho' perhaps of a good 
and moral Reputation) nor allowed to ſhare the 
Benefits of our ancient and noble Inſtitution, unleſs 
he was endued with ſuch Skill in Maſonry, as he 


might thereby be able to improve the Art, rb hey ty 
. 0 ö Seel 
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Plan or Workmanſhip ; or had ſuch an Affluence of 
Fortune as ſhould enable him to employ, honour, 
and protect the Craftſmen. | 
would not be underftood, by this, to mean that 
no reputable Tradeſmen ſhouk receive any of our 
Benefits; but, on the contrary, am of Opinion that 
they are valuable Members of the Common wealth, 
and often have proved themſelves real Ornaments to 
Lodges | | 
Thoſe who Haim at, are the miſerable Wretch- 
es of Low- Ine, (often introduced by excluded 
Men*) ſome of whom can neither read nor write; 
and when (by the Aſſiſtance of Maſonry) they are 
admitted into the Company of their Bet:ers, they 
too often act beyond their Capacities ;3 and under 
Pretence of ſearching for Knowledge, hey fall in- 
to Scenes of Gluttony or Drunkenneſs, and thereby 
neglect their neceſſary Occupations nd injure their 
poor Families, who imagine they have a juft Caufe 
to pour out all their Exclam»*tions and Invectives 
againſt the whole Body of Fice-Mafonry, without 
conſidering 


* That is, Men excluded from their Lodges for 
Mifdemeanors, &c. who (finding themſelves deemed 
unworthy of fo noble a Society) ſtill endeavour to 
make the reſt of Mankind believe, that they are 
good and true, and have full Power and Authority 
to admit, enter, and make Free-Maſons, when and 
whereſoever they pleaſe, &c; Theſe Traders, 
(though but few in Number) aſſociate together, 
and for any mean Conſideration admit any Perſon 
to what little they know of the Craft. Little I fay, 
for I honeſtly aſſure my Readers, that no Man who 
rightly underſtands the Craft, can be ſo blind as to 
trample cver its ancient Land-marks; therefore all 

Victuallers, &c. outht to be very cautious of en- 
tertaining ſuch, from whom neither Benefit nor 
Credit can be expected. 
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conſidering or knowing that our Conſtitutions and 


Principles are quite oppoſite to ſuch baſe Proceed- 
ings. 

Here 1 think it neceſſary to put in a Word of 
Advice to ſome who may have an Inclination to be- 
come Members of this ancient and honourable So- 
ciety : Firſt, they are to underſtand that no Man 
can be made a regular Free-Maſon, but ſuch as is 
free from Bondage, of mature Age, upright in Body 
and Limbs, and endued with the neceſſary Senſes of 
a Man ; This has been the general Cuftoin of Ma- 
ſons inall Ages and Nations throughout the known 
World. 

To this I beg Leave to add a Word or two : The 
Perſons to whom I now ſpeak, ate Men of ſome 
Education, and an honeſt Character; but in low 
Circumſtances :; I fay, let them firſt conſider their 
Income and Family, and know that Free-Maſonry 

requires Ability, Attendance, and a good Appear- 
ance, to maintain and ſupport its ancient and ho- 
nourable Grandeur. I could fay a great deal more 
on this Point, but I think the Regulations are ſuf- 
ficient, and therefore refer the Reader to the Peru- 
ſal of them. 

The next Thing to be conſidered is the Choice of 
Officers to rule and govern the Lodge, according to 
the ancient and wholeſome Laws of our Conſtitu- 
tion ; and this 1s a Matter of great Concern, for 
the Officers of a Lodge are not only bound to ad- 
vance and promote the Welfare of their own parti- 
cular Lodge, but alſo whatſocyer may tend to the 
Good of the Fraternity in general. 

Therefore no Man ought to be nominated or put 
in ſuch Election, but ſuch as by his known Skill and 
Merit, is deemed worthy of Performance, vis. 
He muſt be well acquainted with all tbe private and 
public Rules and Orders of the Craft; he ought to 
de ſtrictly honeſt, humane of Nature, patient in In- : 

h | juries, 
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juries, modclt 1 in Converſation, grave in Counſel and 
Advice, and (above all) conſtant in Amity and faith- 
ful in Secrecy. 

Such Candidates well deſerve to be choſen the 
Rulers and Governors of their reſpective Lodges, to 
whom the Members are to be courteous and obedi- 
ent, and, by their wiſe and anciegt Dictates, may 
lcarn to deſpiſe the over-courteous, impatient, con- 
tentious, prefuu:ptuous, arrogant, and conceited 
Prattlers, the Bane of human Society. 

Here I cannot forbear faying, that I have known 
Men whole [ntentions were very honeſt, and with- 
out any evil Deſign commit great Errors, and fome- 
times have been the Deſtruction of good Lodges; 
and this occaſioned by their Brethren hurrying chem 
inditcreetly into Offices, wherein their ſlender 
Knowledge of Maſonry rendered them incapable of 
executing the Buſinets committed to their Charge, 
to the great Detriment of the Craft and their own 
Diithonour. 

Amongſt the Qualities and Principles of the Craft, 
| have given a Hint concerning the Behaviour of a 
Maſon in the Lodge, to which I beg he may add 
the few following Lines, wiz. he is to pay due Re- 
ſpe ct, and be obedient (in all reaſonable Matters) to 
the Maſter and preſiding Officers; He muſt not 
curſe, ſwear, nor offer to lay Wagers ; nor uſe any 
lewd or unbecoming Language, in Derogation of 
GOD's Name, and Corruption of good Manners ; 
nor behave himſelf ludicrouſly, nor jeſtingly, while 
the I. odge is engaged in what 1s ſerious and ſolemn: 
Neither is he to introduce, ſupport, or mention any 

Diſpute or Controverſy about Religion or Poltticks ; 
nor force any Brother to eat, drink, or ſtay againſt 
his Inclination ; nor do or a any Thing that may 
be offenſive, or hinder a free and innocent Conver- 
ſation ; left he ſhould break the good Harmony, and 

defeat 
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defeat the laudable Deſigns and Purpoſes of the an- 
cient and honourable Fraternity. 

And I honeſtly recommend Free Maſonry, as the 
moſt ſovereign Medicine to purge out the above, or 
fuch other Vices: and regular Lodges, as the only 
Seminaries where Men (in the moſt pleaſant and 

| cleareſt Manner) may hear, underſtand, and learn 
| their Duty to God; and alſo to their Neighbours. 
| And this without the Multiplicity of ſpiteful and 
malicious Words, long Arguments, or herce De- 

bates ; Which have been made Ule of among mi- 

ftaken Mortals, upwards of a thouſand Years paſt: 

And inſtead of uniting Men in one ſacred Band (as 

. the Servants of God, and Brethren of the fame 
Houſhold) have divided them into as many diffe- 
rent Opinions, as there were (not only Languages, 
but even) Men at the Confuſion of Babel. | 
As to the Behaviour of the Brethren when out of 
Lodge, I hope the ſhort Space between each Lodge- 
Night will not admit of Forgetfulneſs of the De- 
cency and good Decorum obſerved in the Lodge, 
"which may Tos them as an unerring Rule for their 

Behaviour and Conduct in all other Companies and 

Places ; and like the worſhipful diſcreet Maſter of a 
Lodge, rule, govern, and inſtruct their Families at 

home in the Fear of God and Love of their Neigh- 

bours, while they themſelves imitate the Member's 

Obedience, Cc. in paying due Reſpect to their Su- 

periors. 

Theſe few Hints may ſerve to put the Brethren 

m Mind of the Duty incumbent on them as Free- 

Maſons ; and likewiſe, how to behave themſelves 

in fuch a Manner as may be acceptable to God, 

agreeable to the Principles of Maſonry, and much 
to their own Honour: But for further Satisfaction 
to my Readers in general, I ſhall here inſert the _ 
ſeveral old Charges of Free and Accepted Maſons, 
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The OLD CHARGES of the Frets and 
AccgrrrzD MASONS. © 


CHARGE I. Concerning GOD andRyLIG1oN- 


Masow is obliged by his Tenure to obſerve 

the moral Law as a true Noacnuipat®; and 

if he rightly underſtands the Craft, he will never be 

a ſtupid Atheiſt nor an irreligious Libertine, nor act 
againſt Conſcience. 

In ancient Times, the Chriſtian Maſons were 
charged to comply with the Chriſtian Uſages of each 
Country where they travelled or worked ; being 
found in all Nations, even of divers Religions. 

They are generally charged to adhere to that 
Religion in which all Men agree (leaving each Bro- 


ther to his own particular Opinion); that is, to be 
good Men and true, Men of Honour and Honeſty, 


by whatever Names, Religions, or Pe rſuaſions they 
may be diſtinguiſhed ; for they all agree in the three 
great Articles of Noah, enough to preſerve the Ce- 
ment of the Lodge. 

Thus Maſonry is the Centre of their Union, and 
the happy Means of conciliating Perſons that other- 
wiſe muſt have remained at a perpetual Diſtance. 


CHARGE II. Of the Civil MacrsTRATE,' 


ſupreme and ſubordinate. 
Mason muſt be a peaceable Subject, never 


to be concerned in Plots againſt the State, nor 
diſreſpeQful to inferior Magiſtrates. Of old, Kings, 


* Princes, and States, encouraged the Fraternity for 


their Loyalty, who ever flouriſhed moſt in Times of 
Peace; but though a Brother is not to be counte- 
nanced in his Rebellion againſt the State, yet, if 
convicted of no other Crime, his Relation to the 
Lodge remains indefeaſible.

CHARGE III. Concerning a LODGE. 


Lope is a Place where Maſons meet to work 

in 3 hence the Aſſembly, or organized Body 

of Free-Maſons, 1s calleda Lodge ; juſt as the Word 

Church, is expreſſive both of the Congregation and 
the Place of Worſhip. | 

Every Brother ſhould belong to ſome particular 
Lodge, and cannot be abſent without incurring Cen- 
ſure, if not neceſſarily detained. 

The Men made Maſons muſt be free-born (or no 
Bondſmen) of mature Age, and of good Report; 
heal and ſound, not deformed or diſmembered, at 
the Time of their making ; but no Waman, nor 
Eunuch. | 

When Men of Quality, Eminence, Wealth, and 
Learning, apply to be made, they are to be reſpect- 
fully accepted, after due Examination; for ſuch often 
prove good Lords (or Founders) of Work, and will 
not employ Cowans when true Maſons can be had; 
they alſo make the beſt Officers of Lodges, and the 
beſt Deſigners, to the Honour and Strength of the 
Lodge ; nay, from among them the Fraternity can 
have a Noble Grand MASTER; but thoſe Bre- 
thren are equally ſubject to the Charges and Re gu- 
lations, except in what more immediately concerns 
Operative Maſons, 


CHARGE IV. Of MasTters, Warbens, 


FELLows, and APPRENTICES. 


LL Preferments among Maſons, is grounded 
upon real Worth and perſonal Merit only, not 
upon Seniority. No Maſter ſhould take an Appren- 
tice that is not the Son of honeſt Parents, a perfect 
Youth without Maim or Defe& in his Body, and 
capable of learning the Myſteries of the Art; that 


ſo the Lords (or Founders) may be well ſerved ank 
the Craft net deſpiſed ; and that when of Age and 
5 | expert, 
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accuſtomed to Journey. 
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expert, he may become an Entered Apprentice, or 
a Fiee-Maſon of the loweſt Degree; and upon his 
Improvements, a Fellow-Craft and a Mafter Maſon, 
capable to undertake the Lord's Work. 

The Wardens are choſen from among the Maſter- 
Maſons, and no Brother can be a Maſter of a Lodge 
till he has ated as Warden ſomewhere, except in 
extraordinary Caſes, or when a Lodge js to be form- 
ed, and none ſuch to be had, for then three Maſter- 
Maſons, tho” never Maſters nor Wardens of Lodges 
before, may be conſtituted Maſters and Wardens of 
that new Lodge. | 
But no Number, without three Maſter-Maſons, 
can form a Lodge; and none can be the Grand 
Mafter, er a Grand Warden, who has not aQted as 
the Maſter of a particular Lodge. 


CHARGE V. Of the Management of the 
CrarrT in Working. 


L L Maſons ſhould work hard and honeſtly on 

working Days, that they may live reputably, 

and appear in a decent and becoming Manner on 

Holidays ; and likewiſe the working Hours appoint- 

ed by Law, or confirmed by Cuſtom, ſhall be ob- 
ſerved. | 

A Maſter Maſon only muſt be the Surveyor or 
Maſter of the Work, who ſhall undertake the Lord's 
Work reaſonably, ſhall truly diſpend his Goods as 
if they werehis own, and ſhall not give more Wages 
than juſt, to any Fellow ar Apprentice. 

The Wardens ſhall be true both to Maſter and 
Fellows, taking Care of all Things both within and 
without the Lodge, eſpecially in the Maſter's Ab- 
ſence-; and their Brethren ſhall obey them. 

The Matter and the Maſons ſhall faithfully finiſh 
the Lord's Work, whether Taſk or Journey; nor 
Mall they take the Work at Taſk, which hath been 
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None ſhall ſhew Envy at a Brother's Proſperity ; 
nor ſupplant him, nor put him out of his Work, if 
capable to finiſh it. 

All Maſons ſhall meekly receive their Wages 
without murmuring or Mutiny, and not deſert the 
Maſter till the Lord's Work is finiſhed ; they muſt 
avoid ill Language, calling each other Brother or 
Fellow with much Courteſy, both within and with- 
out the Lodge; they ſhall inſtruct a younger Bro- 
ther to become bright and expert, that the Lord's 
Materials may not be ſpoiled. 

But Free and Accepted Maſons ſhall not allow 
Cowans to work with them, nor ſhall they be em- 
ployed by Cowans without an urgent Neceſſity; and 
even in that Caſe they muſt not teach Cowans, but 
muſt have a ſeparate Communication; no Labourer 
ſhall be employed in the proper Work of Free- 
Maſons. 


CHARGE VI. Concerning MASONS 


BeHAaviouUuk. 


1, Behaviour in the Lodge before cloſing. 
JE U muſt not hold private Committees, or ſe- 
parate Converſation, without Leave from the 

Matter ; nor talk of any Thing impertinent, nor in- 
terrupt the Maſter or Warden, or any other Brother 
ſpeaking to the Chair; nor act ludicrouſly while the 
Lodge is engaged in what is ſerious and ſolemn ; but 
you are to pay due Reverence to the Maſter, War- 
ders, and Fellows, and put them to worſhip, 

Every Brother found guilty of a Fault ſhall ſtand 
to the Award of the Lodge, unleſs he appeals to the 
Grand Lodge; or unleſs a Lord's Work is retarded ; 
for then a particular Reference may be made. 

No private Piques, no Quarrels about Nations, 
Families, Religions, or Politics, muſt be brought 
. Within the Doors of the Lodge ; for as Maſons, we 
are cf the oldeſt Catholic Religion, before hinted gz” 
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3 and of all Nations upon the Square, Level, and 
it Plumb; and like our Predeceſſors in all Ages, we 
are reſolved againſt political Diſputes, as contrary to 
* the Peace and Welfare of the Lodge 
- 2. Behaviour after the Lodge is cloſed, and the 
ſt Brethren not gone. 
1 Vou may enjoy yourſelves with innocent Mirth, 
x treating one another accordirg to Ability, but avoid- 
” ing all Exceſs ; not forcing a Brother to eat or drink 
4 beyond his own Inclination (according to the old Re- 
gulation of King Abaſuerus) nor hinder him from 
4 going home when he pleaſes ; for though after Lodge 
5 Hours you are like other Men, yet the Blame of your 
41 Excefs may be thrown upon the Fraternity, though 
i unjuſtly, | 
1 3. Behaviour at meeting without Strangers, but 
hy not in a formed * 

You are to ſalute one another as you have been, 
or ſhall be inſtructed ; freely communicating Hints 
of Knowledge, but without diſcloſing Secrets, un- 
leſs to thoſe that have given long Proof of their Ta- 
citurnity and Honour, and without derogating from 

| the Reſpect due to any Brother, were he not a Ma- 
? ſon; for though all Brothers and Fellows are upon 
: the Level, yet Maſonry diveſts no Man of the Ho. 


I nour that was due to him before he was made a Ma- 
ſon, or that ſhould become his Due afterwards ; nay, 
; it rather adds to his Reſpect, teaching us to give Ho- 
| nour to whom it 1s due, eſpecially to a noble or emi- 
nent Brother, whom we ſhould diſtinguiſh from all 


intimated ; And the impertinent or enſnaring Queſ- 
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tions, or ignorant Diſcourſe of Strangers, muſt: bs 
* managed by Free-Maſons. 

5. Behaviour at home, and in your Neighbourhood. 

Maſons ought to be moral Men, as above charg- 
ed; conſequently good Huſbands, good Farents, 
good Sons, and good Neighbours ; not ſtaving too 
long from home, and avoiding all Exceſs ; yet wile 
Men too, for certain Reaſons known to them. 

6. Behdwviour towards a foreign Brother, or Stranger. 

You are cautiouſly to examine him, as Prudence 
Mall direct you, that you may not be impoſed on by 
a Pretender, whom you are to reje& with Deriſion, 
and beware of giving him any Hints ; but if you 
diſcover him to be true and faithſul, you are to re- 
ſpe him as a Brother, and if in Want you are to 
relieve him if you can, or elſe direct him how he 
may be relieved: You muſt empl. y him if you can, 


or elſe recommend him to be employed; but you 


are not charged to do beyond your Ability. 

7. Behaviour behind a Brother's Back, as well as 

before his Face. 

Free and Accepted Maſons have ever been char- 
ged, to avoid all Manner of flandering and backbiting 
of true and faithful Brethren, or talking diſreſpect- 
fully of a Brother's Performance or Perſon, and all 
Malice or unjuſt Reſentment; nay, you muſt not 
ſuffer any others to reproach an honeſt Biother, but 


defend his Character as far as is conſiſtent with Ho- 


nour, Safety, and Prudence ; though no farther. 
CHARGE VII. Concerning L AW-SUITS. 


F a Brother do you Injury, apply firſt to your own. 
or his Lodge, and if you ate, not fatished you 


may appeal to the Grand Lodge ; but you muſt ne- 
ver take a legal Courſe, till the Cauſe cannot be 
otherwiſe decided; for if the Affair is only between

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Maſons, and about Maſonry, Law-Suits ought to be... 
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their Brethren in Maſonry, and to act as they did. 
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prevented by the good Advice of prudent Brethren, 
who are the beſt Referees of Differences. 

But if that Reference is either impracticable or 
unſucceſsful, and the Affair mult be brought into the 
Courts of Law or Equity; yet ſtill you muſt avoid 
all Wrath, Malice, and Rancour in carrying on the 
Suit; not ſaying or doing any thing that may hinder 
the Continuance or Renewal of brotherly Love and 
Friendſhip, which is the Glory and Cement of this 
ancient Fraternity z that we may ſhew to all the 
World the benign Influence of Maſonry, as all wiſe 
true and faithful Brethren have done from the Be- 
ginning of Time, and will do till Architecture ſhall 
be diſſolved in the general Conflagration. Amen! 
So mote it be!

A SHORT CHARGE ro a new admitted 


BROTHER, | So | 
OU are now admitted (by the unanimous 
Conſent of our Lodge) a Fellow of our moſt 

ancient and honourable Society ; ancient as having 
ſubſiſted from Time immemotial; and honourable, 
as tending in every Particular to render a Man fo 
who will be but conformable to its glorious Precepts : 
The greateſt Monarchs in all Ages, as well of Af 
and Africa as of Europe, have been Encouragers of 
the Royal Art; and many of them have preſided as 
GranD-MaSTERS over the Maſons in their re- 
ſpective Territories, not thinking it any leſſening to 
their Imperial Dignities, to level themſelves with 


The 
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The World's great Architect is our Supreme Maſ- 
ter; and the unerring Rule he has given us, is that 
by which we work; religious Diſputes are never ſuf- 
fered within the Lodge, foras Maſons we only pur- 
ſue the univerſal Religion, or the Religion of Na- 
ture ; this is the Cement which unites the moſt diffe- 
rent Principles in one ſacred Band, and brings toge- 
= thoſe who were the moſt diſtant from one ano- 
ener. 

There are three general Heads of Duty which 
Maſons ought always to inculcate, viz. to GOD, 
our Neighbour, and ourſelves ; to GOD, in never 
mentioning his NAME but with that reverential Awe 
which a Creature ought to bear to his CREATOR, 
and to look upon him always as the Summym Bonum 
which we came into the World to enjoy, and accord- 
ing to that View to regulate all our Purſuits ; to our 
Neighbours, in acting upon the Square, or doing as 
we would be done by; to ourſelves, in avoiding all 
Intemperances and Exceſſes, whereby we may be 
rendered incapable of following our Work, or led 
into Behaviour unbecoming our laudable Profeſſion, 


and always keeping within due Bounds and free from 


all Pollution. 

In the State, a Maſon is to behave as a peaceable 
and dutiful Subject, conforming chearfully to the 
Government under which he lives. 

He is to pay a due Deference to his Superiors ; 
and from his Inferiors he is rather to receive Ho- 
nour, with ſome Reluctance, than to extort it;: He 
is to be a Man of Benevolence and Charity, not fit- 
ting down Contented while his Fellow Creatures 
(but much more his Brethren) are in Want, when 


it is in his Power (without prejudicing himſelf or 


Family) to reheve them. 


In the Lodge he is to behave with all due Deco 6 
rum, left the Beauty and Harmony thereof ſhould *- 
be diturbed or broke ; He i is to be obedient 15 2 2

_ Dues I one Lodge, can never prejudice either him 
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Maſter and the preſiding Officers, and to apply him-

He is not to negle& his own neceſſary Avoca- 
tions * for the Sake of Maſonry, nor to involve bim- 
ſelf in Quarrels with thoſe who through Ignorance 
may ſpeak Evil of or ridicule it. 

He is to be a Lover of the Arts and Sciences, 
and is to take all Opportunities to improve kimfeif 
therein.

If he recommends a Friend to be made a Maſon, 
he muſt vouch him to be ſuch as he really believes 
will conform to the aforeſaid Duties, leſt, Ly his 
Miſconduct at any Time, the Lodge ſhould paſs un- 
der ſome evil Imputations. 

Nothing can prove more ſhocking to all faithſul 
Maſons, than to fee any of their Brethren profane or 
break through the ſacred Rules of their Order; and 
ſuch as can do it, they with had never been ad- 
mitted. |

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Worſhip, the ſenior Grand-Warden as Deputy, 
the junior Grand-Warden as the Senior, and the 
preſent Maſter of a Lodge as the Junior ; Or if the 
Deputy 1s alſo abſent, the Grand-Maſter may de- 
pute either of his Grand-Wardens who can appoint 
others to act as Grand-Wardens, pro tempore. 

The Lodge being opened, and the Candidates or 
new Maſter and Wardens being yet among the Fel- 
low Crafts, the Grand-Maſter thall aſk his Deputy 
if he has examined them, and whether he finds the 
Maſter well ſkilled in the Noble Science and the 
Royal Art, and duly inſtructed in our Myſteries, &c, 
the Deputy anſwering in the affirmative, ſhall (by 
the Grand-Maſter's Order) take the Candidate fron 
among his Fellows, and preſent him to the Grand- 
Maſter, ſaying, Right Morſbipful Grand-Maſter, the 
Brethren here deſire to be formed into a regular Lodge; 
and I preſent my worthy Brother, A. B. to be (in- 
falled) their Maſter, whom I know to be of good 
Morals and great Skill, true and truſty, and a Lover 
of the whole Fraternity, whereſoever di ſperſed over 
the Face of the Earth. 

Then the Grand-Maſter placing the Candidate on 
his Left-Hand, and having aſked and obtained the 
unanimous Conſent of the Brethren, ſhall ſay (after 
ſome other Ceremonies and Expreſſions that cannot 
be written) J conſtitute and form theſe good Brethrex 
into @ new regular Lodge, and appoint you, Brother 
A. B. the Maſter of it, not doubting of your Capaciiy 
and Care to preſerve the Cement of the Lodge, &o. 

Upon this the Deputy or ſome other Brother for 
him, ſhall rehearſe the Charge of a Maſter ; and tze 
Grand-Maſter ſhall aſk the Candidate, ſaying, Do 
you ſubmit to theſe Charges as Maſters have dont in 


all Ages? And the new Maſter ſignifying his cordial 
Submiſſion thereto, the Grand-Maſter ſhall, bycer 
tain ſignificant Ceremonies and ancient Uſages, inſtall 
him and preſent him with his Warrant, the Bok of 

Conſtitytions, 
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Conſtitutions, the Lodge-Book, and the Inſtruments 
of his Office, one after another; and after each of 
them the Grand-Maſter, his Deputy, or ſome Bro- 
ther for him, ſhall rehearſe the ſhort and pithy 
Charge that is ſuitable to the Thing preſent. 

Next, the Members of this new Lodge, bowing 
altogether to the Grand-Maſter, tha.l return his 
Worſhip their Thanks (according to the Cuſtom of 
Matters) and ſhall immediately do Homage to their 
new Maſter, and (as faithful Craftſmen) fignity their 
Promiſe of Subjection and Obedience to him by 
uſual Congratulations. 

The Deputy and Grand-Wardens, and any other 
Brethren that are not Members of this new Lodge, 
ſhall next congratulate the new Maſt.r, and he ſhall 
return his becoming Acknowledgments (as Maſter- 
Maſons) firſt to the Grand Maſter and Grand Offi- 
cers, and to the reſt in their Order, 

Then the Grand-Mafter orders the new Mafter to 
enter immediately upon the Exerciſe of his Office, 
and, calling forth his ſenior Warden, a Fellow-Craft 
(Maſter Maſon) preſents him to the Grand-Maſter 
for his Worſhip's Approbation, and to the new Lodge 
for their Conſent ; upon which the ſenior or junior 
Grand-Warden, or | =] Brother for him, ſhall re- 
hearſe the Charge of a Warden, Cc. of a private 
Lodge; and he ſignifying his cordial Submiſſion 
thereto, the new Maſter ſhall preſent him ſingly 
with the ſeveral Inftruments of his Office, and, in 
ancient Manner and due Form, inſtall him in his 
proper Place. 

In like Manner the new Maſter ſhall call forth 
his junior Warden, who ſhall be a Maſter-Maſon, 
and preſented (as above) to the junior Grand-War- 
den, or ſome other Brother in his ſtead, and ſhall in 
the above Manner be inſtalled in his proper Place ;

Having i»ſerted this Prayer, and mentioned that 
Part of Maſonry commonly called the Royal Arch 
(which I firmly believe to be the Root, Heart, and 
Marrow of Free-Maſonry) I cannot forbear giving 
a Hint of a, certain evil Deſigner, who has made a 
Trade. thereof for ſome Time paſt, and has drawn 
in a Number of worthy, honeſt Men, and made 
them believe that he and his Aſſiſtants truly taught 
them ail and every Part of the above-named Branch 
of Maſonry, which they ſoon communicated to the 
worthy Brethren of their Acquaintance, without be- 
ing able to form any Sort of Judgment whereby 
they might diſtinguiſh Truth from Falſhood, and 
con ſequently could not diſcern the Impoſition ; but, 
as the wiſe Seneca juſtly obſerves, it fares with us in 
human Life as in a routed Army, one ſtumbles firſt 
and then another falls upon him; and fo they follow 
one upon the Neck of another, till the whole Field 
comes to be but one Heap of Miſcarriages. This is 
the Caſe of all thoſe who think themſelves Royal Arch 
Maſons, without paſſing the Chair in regular Form, 
according to the ancient Cuſtom of the Craft: To 
this I will add the Opinion of our Worthipful Bro- 
ther Dr. Field D- Aſigny, printed in the Year 1744. 
Some of the Fraternity (ſays he) have expreſſed 
an Uneaſineſs at this Matter being kept a Secret 
from them (ſince they had already [gang through 
«© the uſual Degrees of Probation) I cannot help 
„being of Opinion, that they have no Right to
